This 
honour the Jcſuites thinke fit tobe con« 
ferred on the Pope alone, whom they fo 
appoint to be the Second Foundation of 
the Catholike Church, that in the meane 
time they maintaine him to be the only 
Foundation of the Church next unto 
Chriſt. - But there is nonecd to ſpeake 
much of this fading foundation, and pals 
y-{haking head ; the Scriptures beiyg 
ilent of any ſach ſole Miniſteriall foun- 
dation, as the Papiſts do faine, Beſides 
all Proteſtant Churches long ſince have 
caſt this filthy Idoll of a ſecondary head 
and foundation with others of the like 
nature tothe Moles and Bats, as fit fot 
ſo blind companions. We owne*no 
power placed in this ſecondary founds- 
tion of the Papilts, to ſubjeR the Faith 
of Chriſtians unto it, counting thoſe lit- 
tlobetter than mad, when they write 
and maintaine, That the power andnfals 
libility of the Pope of Rome , u the ſunmt 
of Clriltian Religion, and hicjuegaent 
| to 
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Faith. 

But leaving the Pope of Rome , lets 
come tothe Catholique Charch, which 
on a farre better tle might challenge 
to her ſelfe the name of Mitiſteriall 
Foundation, becaufe the Faith of every 
one may ſceme im ſome fort to rely ups 
on her. For mthis even to the end of 
the Workd that Doarine ſhall bee ke 
| and preached, to which thoſe Chriſti 
B ans which afford behiefe and obedience, 
*E arerightly joyned to their folwidariony 
| and ink ſhall obtaine eternal Life. To 
"| this fe that of Panl to Timothy, is 
oftenalleadged , where he calleth the 
Church; the Pillar and Ground of Trmth. 
Neither gay we donbt ; but that wythis 
Holy Catholique Cherch, (which wee 
beteeve in the Ereed) the trath of the 
Gofpell ever hath arid ever will be pre- 
feryed ; ſo farre forth ; as i ſhall ſiffice 
for the Salvation of thofe that beleeve 
it. Therefore to know what hathbeen 
beleeved; received, arid pubhfhed of all 
Chriſtian Churches, always and ev:

That this Repreſentative Church did 
excellently diſcharge the Office of a 
Miniſteriall Foundation in Oecument» 
call Synods, is witneſſed by thoſe foure 
Councils of Nice, Conſtantinople, Ephe- 
ſas and Chalcedon ; In whichthe Divi- 
nity of Chriſt,againſt erixs,of the holy 
Gholt, againſt Macedonizes , the Union 
of two Natures in 'Chriſt,againſt Neſte 
ris, the diſtin&ion of two Natures, # 
rp Emtyches , were declared, defe 
ed, and eſtabliſhed, In theſe and the 
like Councils, thoſe Doctrines of the 
Chriſtian Faith, which were there in 
comumen handled and diſcufled, hocmes 
LS | tnerem 
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therein all that | apy Chriſtianity, 


were repteſented, are therefore with 
great reverence to bee received. For 
It ever belongeth to the Office and 
lawfull power of this Repreſentative 
Church, to divide and diſtmguiſh Fun- 
damentall Doqrines of the Chriſtian 
Faith, from thoſe which were not fun- 
damentall, provided alwayes that they 
paſſed not the bounds ſet by the Apo- 
{tles and Primitive Church, to multiply 
or diminiſh-the Number of theſe Fur 
damentals. For it 1s OO (what A- 
quinas oblerved) that the Apoſtles and 
others which were nearer to Chriſt, 
had a fuller Knowledge of the myſteries 
of the Faith, than we that are further 
off, which (ajetan in the ſame place 
confeſſeth to be moſt true. For hows+ 
ever that the Apoſtles, and the Fathers 
of the Primitive Church , were not 
much given to controverfall Divinity, 
and di pating about Queſtions,yet were 
they of all moſt skilfall, in faving , ne- 
ner? Gi Fundamentall Divinity. 
Moreover, after this Repreſentative 
Lhurch had once' publiſhed her reſola- 
tion founded in Gods Word, of Funda- 
os C 3 mental 
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Spy lay upon her to 
defend, fence and fortifie thoſe Articles, 
againſt all fraud, and force of Heretiques. 


For it is the wont of Heretiques, to un- 
dermine the very Foundationof Chri- 
ſtian Religion , whilſt they retaine the 
words, 'but deny the matter of the Ar- 
ticles.

What we have faid of the Power of a 
Generall Councill, we defire ſhould alſo 
be underſtood of any lawfall and free 
Conncill, rightly repreſenting the Ca- 
tholique Church; not of thoſe Councils 
which are meere Vaſlals to the Pope of 
Rome , and repreſent the Catholique 
Church in the ſame manner as an Ape 
doth a Man. 

But becauſe it is altogether impoſſible 
tocall the Catholique Church intoa 
Council repreſenting the whole body, 
by reaſon of the Popes Tyranny, and 0- 

er hinderarices ; let us come to. ex- 
ou what power particular Churches 

ve inthis matter. 

If therefore the name of Miniſterial 
Foundation doth agree to the Repreſcn- 
tative Church, or Generall Councill; 
for the Miniſteriall power it hath in pur 


bliſhing, explaining, and defending that 


_ - e which j Chri hey to 
their faving foundation, it agreeth alſo in 
its kind, and degree to every particular 
Church, ſuppole the Engli/s, French, 
Dmrch, and athers, which take their de» 
nos 
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nomination fronſdivers Countries, For Cnav-4, 
what the Catholike Church aflembled in 
a Council,may, and onght to do towards 
the founding of all Chriſtians in the ſa- 
ving Truth of the Goſpell ; that every 
Particular and Provinciall Church may 
and ought to do to thoſe that areun- 
derit. 

From this Office, the Church of E- 
pheſas,wherof Timothy was Preſident, is 
called the pillar and ground of Truth, be- 
cauſe it is the duty of every Church to 
defend and maintaine the Truth (prea- 
ched by the Apoſtles to the World) 
commending, and explaining the fame 
to the people , and to unſheath, and 
draw the Sword of Ecdlcſiaſticall cen» 
ſures againſt forgers and Heretiques. 

But leaſt every particular "Church 
ſhould adyance her power and authori- 
ty, cven to match, and equall it with the 
Catholike Churchin a Generall Council, 
we muſt marke and obſcrve;firſt,that the

Inſtance fake : That Chriſt is God and 
Man, is a plaine Fundamentall Ar- 
ticle, which it not at all beleeved,we can 
neither beleeve in C hriſt himſelfe; nor fo 
worſhip God, as to be reſtored into his 
favour, and admitted into his Kingdom : 
But many things are expreſly mentioned 
in Scripture of this Chriſt himſelfe In- 
carnated, which are not Fundamentall ; 
alſo many things may bee deduced from 
this Fundamentall Article, Chriſt :s God 
and Man, which are not to be reckoned 
as Fundamentals. If notwithſtanding 
they be perceived, and underſtood to bee 
placed in,or duly deduced from the Scri- 
ptures, hee contemnes God pong in 
the Scriptures, who beleeves not ſuch 
Propoſitions. But as often as it ſhall 
happen,not out of the perverſneſle of the 
Will, but weaknefle of the Judgement,

morover he acknowledgeth thoſe Chur- 
ches which are full of errors and troubles 
for the SanAtihed Churches of Chriſt,nor 
diſdaincth he to grace and honour thoſe 
that erred and weredeceived with the 
name of Brethren, Indced it is never 
lawfull for us,to approve and allow thoſe 
errours which are ſcattered in other 
Churches, but it is ever lawfull for us, to 
profeſſe Brotherly communion with the 
Congregations of particular Churches;

ceflary to be believed: unto Salyation, 
and that all errors are rejeQed of all , 
which crofſe and oppoſe Mans Salvati- 
on to be obtained by Chriſt, Look 
into all the Confeſſions of the Refor- 
med Churches, you ſhall finde nothing 
left out of them , which may be called 
fundamentall ; nothing put into them, 
which overthroweth any fundamen- 
tall Article.

Thar there isno ſingle Perſon, which 
may not atraine Erernall Life , by Re. 
penting, Beleeving, and Perſevering, 
according to the Tenor cf the Cove- 
nant of the Goſpell. 

That there is no ſuch Decree of 
God, by which Reprobates ſhould be 
forced, and neceſlirated to finne and 
periſh ; But'alwayes they periſh by

of Lipfegh, thatthere is an agreement 

in all cheſe Points. If there be any other 
things remaining, they are rather Con- 
troverſes about words, than about 
matter ; ratherdiſcords about ſubtile 
Specularions , than fundamentall Ar- 
ticles. Such are thoſe which are diſpu-
